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PURPOSK: To exactly obtain a sheet material having a desired thickness differ- 
ence and thickness, distribution by adding the calculated change in the thickness 
to a set thicknesr to calculate a control thickness and rolling the sheet material 
while changing a roll gap according to the control thickness. 

CONSTITUTION: The set thickness value and the difference in the change compo- 
nent of the thickness oulputled from n roll gap setter 18 is calculated in a 
2nd subtract or 28 and is outputted to a 1st controller 38.
